PART 1.  The zoning map established by Section 25-2-191 of the City Code is amended to 13

County, Texas, said 182,585square feet more particularly described by metes and 12 

bounds incorporated into this ordinance (cumulatively referred to as Exhibit “A,” 13

D. A 25-foot wide undisturbed, vegetative buffer shall be provided and maintained for 8 

Tract 3 along the north and west property lines. Improvements permitted in the 9 

buffer are limited to drainage, underground utilities, or those improvements that 10 

may otherwise be required by the City of Austin. 11 

 12 

E. Outdoor lighting applications on Tract 3 shall be illuminated by fixtures that are 13 

fully-shielded.  14 

 15 

PART 3. Except as specifically restricted under this ordinance, the Property may be 16 

developed and used in accordance with the regulations established for the respective base 17 

districts and other applicable requirements of the City Code. 18
